Drive in Carpathians Imperils Army of 
Gen. Boerovitch, Which is Severed 
in Two Places. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


Russian troops are pushing for- 
yard rapidly in the Carpathians and 
it la reported from Petrograd thp.t 
th« road to the plains of Hungary 
now lies open before them. Accordinjr 
to this information the Russians have 
captured Smolenlk, east of Lupkow 
pass, and have driven a wedge be- 
tween the western and eastern wings 
of the Austrian army in the Beskid-,, 
placing the eastern wing in a pre- 
carious position. 


Both the French and German of- 
ficial statements show that the new 
battle in the region 
between the 
Meuse and the Moselle has developed 
into a struggle of particular severity. 
The Paris announcement says that 
the «ins made heretofore by the al- 
lies u v e been maintained in the face 
of violent counter attacks, in which 
the Germans suffered enormous loss- 
M. 


The German account of this fight- 
ing mention^ Frendi attacks at eight 
points and asserts that all were re- 
pulsed.

Petrograd, April 8.—The advance of 
the RussianB in the Carpathians hag cut 
the Austrian army trader Gen, Boero- 
vitch .in two places. The eastern wing 
of this army is in a precarious condi- 
ti(». 


The Russians have captured Smolenik, 
east of Lupkow pass. 


The Russians have also thrown back 
the Austrians in the district of Bart- 
feM and in the district of Lupkow, hav- 
ing. advanced through the Rostock pass 
they have forced a wedge between the 
Austrian armiea. 


Smolenik 
controls 
the only 
road 
through the Beskid mountains between 
Mezolaborcz and Uzsok, a distance of 
sixty miles. 


The western wing of the Austrian 
army haa its base at Gummenoe, and 
its commimication along the roads into 
Hungary are quite safe. The eastern 
wing, to the contrary, ig joined with the 
forces operating around Uzsok, twenty 
miles from the Russian positions at 
Smolenik, at which they are threatened 
with attack. 


It is regarded as likely that the Aus- 
triana wUl be compelled to transfer 
their base at Uzsok in the direction of 
]Vlkinkacs or else accept battle at Uzsok, 
handicapped by the lack of roads. In 
either case the Austrians will find them- 
selves cut off from the main army under 
Gen- Boerovitch and his German rein- 
forcements.

Washington, April 8.—Gen. Carranza's 
agency here laid claims to victory in 
the recent battle in Guanajato state, in 
making public today this telegram from 
the general, dated yesterday: 


"Since yesterday morning a battle 
was started near C^laya bettween forces 
commanded by Gen. Obregon and those 
personally led by Villa and I am just 
in receipt of a communication from Gen. 
Obregou advising me that he has de- 
feated the enemy inflicting upon them a 
loss of over 2.000 dead and wounded 
and a large number of prisoners, arms 
and ammunition. 
Obregon is in pursuit j 
of the fleeing enemy." The victory is' 
not corroborated by state department 
dispatches.

8.—The

ment's brief was filed today in the su- 
preme court by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Huston Thompson in the so-called 
railway mail pay cases, which involve 
$35,000,000 and affect 800 railroads. The 
cases involve the right of the postmas- 
ter general to change the method in ad- 
justing railway mail pay. 


Previous to 1907 mail was paid for 
annually on the basis of an estimate 
made by actual weighing for 105 days 
and dividing the totals by ninety. This 
was known as the six-day divisor. After 
July 1, 1901, the whole number of days 
was used as a divisor and this became 
known as the, seven-day divisor. 


The effect was to reduce the aggregate 
compensation of the railroads about one- 
seventh. In the brief filed today the 
government argues also that the rail- 
roads, having carried mail under the or- 
der of the postmaster general substitut- 
ing the later method of weighing, can- 
not now recover damages.

Workingmen 
Better Off 
Without Saloon, Says 
Rev. Stelzlec 


LIQUOR TRAFFIC IS 
MENACE, HE DECLARES 


Banquet is Given in Honor 
or Distinguished Visitor * 
by Men's Clubs. 


Emphatically denying and presenting 
statistics to prove hia contention, that 
the abolition of the liquor traffic would 
produce a labor panic in this country 
Rev. Charles Stcl^le, the noted T>reacii 
er and labor union advocate, of New 
York, delivered a splendid address Wed- 
nesday evening at the Temple theater 
on the subject: 
"Will the LaborinK 
Map Lose His Job and Personal Liberty 
if the Saloons Are Closed 
The audi 
ence was not laxge, 
but 
enthusisstie 
and the speaker 
was 
frequently ap- 
plauded. 


Rev. Stelzle came to Fort Wayne un- 
der the auspices of the Men's clubs of 
the Plymouth Congregational, the First 
Presbyterian and 
the 
First 
Baptist 
churches. 
He spoke 
at 
12:a0 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon at the First Pres- 
byterian church on the subject, "Tha 
Call of 
the 
New 
Day 
to 
the Old 
Church." 
At 6 o'clock Wednesday he 
was the guest of the clubs at a dinner 
given at the First Presbyterian church, 
at which time he spoke again. 


Father a Brewer. 


In his address Wedneeday evening at 
the Temple theater he ridiculed the idea 
that to abolish the liruor traffic would 
produce a labor panic. The speaker said 
he believed he knew something about 
the liquor 
business 
inasmuch as his 
boyhood days M'ere spent largely in s®^ 
loons. 
His father wap a brewer and all 
Jiis uncles were saloonkeepers. 
He de- 
clared that he had no sympathy with 
those who .speak of bartenders as low- 
browed bnites. 
If tliey vi'ere, h.e said, 
they would not be successful as bar- 
tenders, 
He declared that he was con- 
firmed to the belief that the great fight 
against the saloon business must bo 
along economic lines. 


In an effort to ascertain if the abol- 
ishment of the saloon would cause a '.a- 
bor panic. Kev. Stelzle said he conduct- 
ed a 
thorough 
investigation 
and he 
found beyond any question that such a 
thing Avould not happen. 


The speaker said that the saloon nn.d 
labor must, be divorccd as they have 
nothing in common. 
There is not a 
single redeeming feature in the saloon 
that wotild help a man, he "continued, 
and nothing that justifies it? existence 
in American lifn. 


Tired of Philanthropy. 
Rev. Stelzle said that the working- 
men of this country are siek and tired 
of philanthropy, but whjnt, thev wnnt i-« 
justice. 
They fear hell loss than being 
out of a job, he continued, and yet more 
workingmen lose tJieir iobs because th«* 
saloons are open thnn they would if the 
sfllnons worn closod. 


The speaker spoke at length upon the 
average life of a brewery worker, which 
he proved by statistics is many years 
less than any other class of workers. In 
view of this fact he said he was not sur- 
prised that the brewery workers of Fort 
Wayne were asking for a higher wage. 


Mr. Stelzle proved that in the event 
the liquor traffic was abolished those 
employed in the breweries.' distilleries 
and saloons would easily find employ- 
ment because other lines of industry 
would be benefited as a result. 
He did 
not deny that for a time there would 
be a depression, 
hut 
declared 
things 
woiild soon adjust themselves. 
For ex- 
ample ho cited tlie time when the Mer- 
prenthaler linotype was first installed in 
this 
country. 
Thousands 
of 
printers 
were thrown out of employment, but 
today more printers are employed than 
ever before. Those who no^ ^mkn their 
living as a result of the l i ^ 
business 
would have to learn some other trade, 
just as the old style printers had 
to 
learn to operate the linotype. 
He said 
that if a bartender can sell "booze" he 
certainly can sell groceries or something 
else. There will result the necessary ad- 
ustment, he said, but no labor panic. 
Personal Liberty Ridiculed. 
The plea that to abolish the liquor 
traffic would deprive a man of his per 
sonal liberty was ridiculed. 
He said 
that tho argument is often heard that 
man has the same right to drink a 
glass of beer if.he pleases as some other 
man a cup of tea. 


"You never heard of a person killing 
a man while imder the influence of tea, 
did you?" Rev. Stelzle asked. 


There is no such thing as personal 
liberty, the speaker declared. 
One is 
absolutely dependent upon the other and 
it is very jiecessary for one to adi^t 
himself to the life of the community in 
whieh he lives. 
A man cannot do just 
as he pleases. 
The first consideration 
of the law is not for the individual, but 
society. 
A man may exercise personal 
liberty just so far as it dOM not inter* 
fere with the personal libtfty of •«nno* 
body else. 


Ilie speaker said that one might Just 
a« vrell talk of bebg fair and square 
with smallpox or tuberculosis as häng 
fair and square with the saloon, which 
he characterized as a blight on civiliza- 
tiÖB. 


Wkat ÜBioM Staad For. 


In closing the speaker pointed 
out 
that labor unions l>eHeve in better Jobs, 
efBoiency, higher wages, in keflplnf chil* 
dreen out of factories, in seeking to keep 
womisn at their l^itimato w o ^ in tbo 
home as near as potsibl«, for tho dig* 
nity and elevation of womMiheod and 
the preservmtion of tho home. On the 
other hand, the saloon, he saki, stands 
for the very opposite. Ha de^arod tha 
time is not far dUtant when every lahor 
oflteial will hare to be a total abflalMr.

ITALY ALL READY BUT 
YET HOPES FOR PEACE 


London, April 8w—Although she has 
concentrated her army along the Aus- 
trian border and her navy within strik- 
ing distance of the Adriatic, Italy is 
stili endeavoring to exhaust every means 
which may lead to a peaceful settl»;- 
mcnt with Austria on the question of 
territorial 
concessions. 
Advices from 
Borne indicate that even should Italy 
become embroiled in the war she wjll 
not strike for some time. 


It is believed in Rome that tho deci- 
sive struggle: amoni; the nations now at 
war will not begin before the oarjy 
summer, which would allow Italy a con- 
siderable interval in which to decide uii- 
on her policy. 


No attempt is made to deny that a 
war apfainst 
Austria, 
for 
which the 
Italian people long have felt animosity, 
would be popular. In this comiection it 
1« pointed out that the Italian army 
has been Bucce8«full.y mobilized witliout 
protest 
from 
Austria, 
the coujitry 
most 
obviously 
threatened. 
This 
is 
taken in some quarters to indicate that 
the leaders of the dual monarchy aro 
desirous of avertinj,' hostilities andth.it 
they may yet consent to make the ter- 
ritorial concessions Italy desires. 


The Austrian correspondent of a Turin 
newspaper telegraphs that he has reli- 
able information that there is a basis 
for the reports that Austria is seeking 
peace witb the triple entente ])owers, 
the better to deal with Italy. 
8emi- 
oflicial negotiations, he says, have been 
begun. 


The losses of men during the first six 
months of the war are estimated hy 
the military expert of a Rome - news- 
paper at 5,950,000. 
The cost of the 
war in that period is placed at $8,400.-

General Pau, of the French army, who 
has reached Naples on- his way from 
Petrograd and the Balkan capitals, cor- 
roborated tho reports that the allies are 
preparing for a combined land and sea 
attack on the Dardanelles.

Berlin, April 8.—The press of the 
capital is virtually unanimous in de- 
claring the fact that the British ad- 
miralty has not made public the details 
of the sinking of tho submarine U-29 
looks 'Hiighly 
suspicious." The Tagos 
Zcitung says that although the British 
made their first report regarding the 
submarine on Marcli 26, nothing has 
been given out as to tho time, place 
or manner'of its sinking. The paper be 
licves this probably is 
because 
the 
methods einploj'ed by tlie British were 
"reprehensible'' and ailds: "Wo can im- 
agine no othor reason for this delay 
than that British vessels surprised the 
U-29 while it was rescuing the crew 
of a steamer."

"At the present time it does not seem 
probable that it will find a plaoe in the 
platform of either the democratic or 
tha republican party, but there is no 
reason why the national committeemcu 
should not represent the sentiment of 
the party on this subject M on othor 
subjects. 


"Rrohibition ia not an i^sua in a,ll the 
states, but wherever it is an issue, I 
hope to see the deniooratic party take 
the prohibition side. 
It cannot ally 
itself with the liquor interests without 
losing its moral stantUng, and the moral 
•tandinir of a party is the thing that 
give« it permanent strength."

Bryan to L. B. Kennington, of Iowa, In 
regaH to the seleetiofn of a national

Flooding the Mails. 


EU MAY OKLY 


Drastic ''Dry'» Order is Not 
Now Regarded as 
Probable. 


London, April 8.—The cabinet having 
failed to come to a decision on the drink 
question, no settlement is expected until 
parliament meets next week. 
The im- 
pression is growing that the government 
will content itself with bringing in a 
measure prohibiting the sale of spirits. 
Even this step will not be exclusively 
a government policy, since nothing can 
be done without consultation with other 
parties. The conservative leaders, A. J. 
Balfour and Andrew Bonar Law, are 
believed already to have given privately 
their assent to whatever action may be 
taken, provided no measure 
for 
total 
prohibition be considered at this time. 


In proposing the prohibition of the 
sale of spirits and possibly wine, and 
lessening the strength of beer, Great 
Britain would be following the footsteps 
of Russia, which before ¿he adoption-of 
total prohibition forbade the manufac- 
ture or use of spirits. Even the prohibi- 
tion of traffic in spirits is not likely to 
be adopted without considerable opposi- 
tion from the vested interesta. The in- 
fluence of the party favoring voluntary 
abstinence is growing. 
Its latest re- 
cruits include the 
heads 
of 
various 
churches, who have signed a pledge to 
abstain from intoxicating liquors during 
the war. 


Opposition to the suppression of iise 
of spirits is in «ome degree sectional 
since Scotland consumes per capita three 
times as much spirits as England and 
half again as much a« Ireland. Scottish 
opposition, if solid, might easily cause 
the defeat of the meaaure.

Cushing, of Kendaliville, who was con- 
victed in the Xoble circuit court last 
October for the killing of a boy namod

August.

recommended 
Gushing to the mercy of the, governor. 
Judge Wrigley's letter to the governor 
briefly reviews the case and he sums up 
the killing by declaring it to have been 
a heartless, cold-blooded murder and not 
the result of an accident, as clainj^d by 
Gushing, who shot young McLaughlin 
as the boy was walking along th« Lake 
Shore railway 
track 
in Kendallvilie. 
Gushing's conduct after the shooting i? 
cited by Judge Wrigley as showing tliat 
the crime was one of the "most cold- 
blooded and needless killings that ever 
occurred-'' 
Judge Wrigley expresses his 
astonishment that the board of pardons 
should have acted on the ca-se without 
having consulted the officials of Xoble 
coiinty. who have knowledge of the ar- 
fair. 
The 
only 
possible 
extenuation 
there can be in Cushin^'s cases, says the 
judge, is that he is insane. 
In conclu- 
sion 
Judge 
Wrigley 
save: 
"If you 
want to let loose a dangerous homicide 
to wantonly kill somebody else, then 
pardon Gushing; otherwise, investigate 
the case further."' Baids by tramps nn 
Gushing's melon patch infuriated Cush- 
iing and when he saw McLaughlin and 
two other lads on the track eating a 
•melon he fired, killing McLaughlin, 
it 
was proved that ^IcLaughlin had not 
trespassed at all upon Quehing's prop- 
ertr.

In requesting permission of the 'Wash- 
ington government to interne, Captain 
Tliierichei^s explained "that failure of 
expected relief to arrive" made the step 
necessary, rather than deliver crew and 
ihip to fruitless and certain destruction 
by Briti.sh and French warships waiting 
oflF the Virginia Capes.

in federal court administers to them.

Judge Thomas G. Smith both answered 
a reporter's query as to whether or not 
they intended to appeal in the same 
way, '•! don't know."' 
It 
is

probable that tlie papers for an appeal 
are being prepared in each of the cases 
of the twenty-seven, but if the

tences imposed by Judge Anderson are 
nut severe, it is possible that several 
of them will not take an appeal.

HENRY GUTH AND CHILDREK. 


Rank and File of British Army is Suf- 
fering Heavily. 


I^ndon, April 8.—The big 
list 
oi 
casualties of the rank and file of the 
British army issued yesterday of the 
recerit fighting at Nueve Chapelle was 
increased today by the giving out of 
another list .which contains the names 
of 1,108 men. 
Of these 346 were kill- 
ed and the remainder wounded. 


The casualty list issued in London 
yesterday carried the names of 1,831 
non-commissioned officers and men of 7») 
different regiments. 
Of these 649 kill- 
ed and 1,107 wounded, while 87 were 
reported missing. 
The list of 
today 
shows 762 wounded. 


The totals for the two days shows 
995 men killed, 1,869 wounded and 87 
missing. Altogether the lists show cas- 
ualties amounting to 2,951 in killed, 
wounded and missing. 


The lists evidently cover the losses 
sustained in part of the sanguinary 
fighting which resulted in the capture 
of Nueve Chapelle last month. 


In the west the French arc hammer- 
ing away at the German wedge extend- 
ing to St, Mihiel. 
The Germans claim 
to 1)0 checking all these assaults but 
the French declare that their advance, 
though sloM', is steady. 


The allies are celebrating today the 
anniversary of King Albert's birth. This 
day also marks the seventh anniversary 
of Mr. Asquitli's premiership. Within a 
few weeks Mr, Asquith's term of office 
will have e.xceeded that of Lord Salis- 
bury, giving him the record for con- 
tinuous incumbence since the Reform 
Act was adopted.

Wage-Earners Out of 
Work in France. 


Paris, 3Iarch 
.30.—CorrcBpondence of 
the Associated Press.—"The war 
h«i 
put very few wage earners out of em- 
ployment in 
France," says 
S,ecretary 
JouhaiLX. of the federation of labor syn- 
dicates of the department of the Seine, 
to the Associated Press. 


"Of 
the six 
million 
workmen in 
France," he added, "it is estimated that 
between one and a half and two mil- 
lion are in the army. 
The rest find 
plenty, to do. Building is at a stand- 
still, * but other industries absorb the 
help thus made idle. 
Machinists and 
metal workers generally in the unoc- 
cupied regions are working to the lim- 
it. Nearly all the little local machine 
shops, as well as the large cstablish- 
menta such as motorcar works,and en- 
gine bitilding plantis are doing some- 
thing for the army, making shells or 
cartridges or repairing motor cars and 
other parts of the equipment.

a full revival of industry is necessary," 
says Monsieur Jouhaux, "and that ca.n 
como only with the end of hostilities; 
consequently the shopkeeper suffers far 
more than the worker." 


Monsieur Jouhaux, who is one of the 
conspicuous militants of tlie revolution- 
ary wing of the socialist party and in 
close touch with socialists of all Eiuro- 
pean countries, predicts tJia,t the issue 
of the war will have a greater répres- 
sion upon internationalism than 
upon 
nationalism, supposing the allies were 
victorious. "It is this eventuality," he 
says, "that has had a deterring influ- 
ence upon Italy. 
The shaking of im- 
perialism, represented 
by the German 
allied empires, is necessarily disturbing 
to crowned heads already Vlarmed by 
the growth of socialism in their king- 
doms. 
The czar understood 
what it 
would mean and has suddenly become 
liberal. 


"As to France, a militant, victory will 
be worth only its economical triiimph ; 
the so-called political reforms avc have 
fought for are really economic since the 
necessary justice to the man whose ef- 
fort produces the wealth of the nation 
will prove an economic advantage. We 
have done with politicians and politics; 
their elimina,tion from our movenient, 
and the war, will put an end to an 
equivocal situation. 


"The syndicalists; whose anti-patriot- 
ism. was feared .in. case of war, have 
proven in the trenches what they are 
worth to the country, and th«r influ- 
encé will be so much the greater. The 
stniggle between capital and labor will 
doubtless be resumed after the 
other 
great battle has been won, but it will 
be conducted with less passion than be- 
fore."

Russian troops are pushing for- 


ward rapidly in the Carpathians and 
it la reported from. Petrograd thr.t 
tht road to the plains of Hungary 
now lies open before them. According 
to this information the Russians have 
captured Smolenik, east of Lupkow 
piss, and have driven a wedge be- 
tween the western and eastern wings 
of the Austrian army in the Beskids, 
placing the eastern wing in a pre- 
carious position. 


Both the French and German of- 


ficial statements show that the new 
battle in the region 
between 
the 


Meuse and the Moselle has developed 
into a struggle of particular severity. 
The Paris announcement says that 
the gains made heretofore by'the al- 
lies nave been maintained in the face 
of violent counter attacks, in which 
the Germans suffered enormous loss- 
es. 


The German account of this fight- 


ing mentions French attacks at eighl 
points and asserts that all were re- 
pulsed.' The Berlin statement says 
that the losses of the French were 
very heavy.

The Russians have also thrown back 


the Austrians' in the district of Bart- 
f eld and in the district of Lupkow, hav- 
ing advanced through the Rostock pass, 
they have forced a -wedge between the 
Austrian armies. 


Smolenik 
controls the only

through the Beskid mountains between 
Mezolaborcz and Uzsok, a distance of 
sixty miles.

This 
was known as the six-day divisor. After 
July 1, 1901, the whole number of days 
was used as a divisor and this became 
known as the seven-day divisor. 


The clfoct was to reduce the aggregate 


compensation of the. railroads about one 
seventh.

London, April 8.—The big 
list 
of 


casualties of the rank and file of the 
British army issued yesterday of the 
recent fighting at STueve Chapelle was 
increased today by the giving out of 
another list which contains the names 
of 1,108 men. Of these 346 were kill- 
ed and the remainder wounded. 


The casualty list' issued in London 


yesterday carried the names of 1.831 
non-commissioned officers and men of 70 
different regiments. Of these 649 kill- 
ed and 1,107''wounded, while 87 were 
reported missing. 
The list of today 


shows 762 wounded. 


The totals for the two days shows 


995 men killed, 1,869' wounded and 87 
missing. Altogether the lists show cas- 
ualties amounting to 2.951 in killed 
wounded and missing. 


The lists evidently cover the losses 


sustained in part of the

fighting which resulted in the capture 
of Nneve Chapelle last month.
